Rene Sagles, LADOT's Parking Facilities Division Manager, spoke with Mr. Eisenberg this morning regarding the San Pedro Historic Waterfront BID'S 
request to fill in the Municipal Lot 735 planter at the corner of 6th St. & Mesa St. with concrete to use as a musical staging area for the community's 
Thursdays events. 

LADOT will approve the request provided the following conditions are fulfilled. 

1 . Safety Railing : A secure railing is installed to completely surround the planter (with an entry gate) to mitigate the safety concerns of the City. 

2. City Permits : All required City of LA Building & Safety (LADBS) permits (electrical and concrete) are obtained and approved, including plans showing 
the proposed changes to the utility junction boxes, etc. 

3. Insurance : Liability insurance requirements are met as stipulated by the City's Risk Manager. 

4. Revocable Permit : A Revocable Permit is executed between LADOT and the BID for use of the City property during the Thursdays events. 

5. Restoration of City Property : The property is returned to its original condition upon termination of the Revocable Permit.
